Supervisors Vote Against 

Reimbursing Fair 

for Debts 



HAD LOSS EVERY YEAR 



"There will bo no county Tair this 
year In Lake County, Wo wIH etralgh- 
ton out tlio books and turn over the 
county fnir property to the creditors 
who have been holding their bills for 
a long time.- So far as the fair la con- 
cerned there will absolutely bo no 
fair In. 1923." 

This statement was made by Presi- 
dent Woodln of the Lako County Ag- 
ricultural Association brought to a 
finale the efforts carried on for aomo 
time to have the county board appro- 
priate 53,000 to county fair and tide 
It along for the coming year. 

It was after the Board on Monday 
voted 22 to H not to give the fair as- 
sociation $3,000 that Mr. Woodln, who 
had made a plea for nsulstanco ad- 
dressed tho board with the above re- 
marks and Immediately thereafter he 
and Mr. Corlett and John Wirt/, sec- 
retary, walked out of the supervisors' 
rooms very much disappointed at the 
failure to receive assistance for the 
fair this year. Messrs. William, Wlrtz 
and Corlett had addressed the hoard 
and asked that they bo given assis- 
tance to put tho fair over this year. 

Supervisor Eger spoke In favor and 
made a motion that the county help 
tho fair to tho extent of $3,000, argu- 
ing that "it wo drop Uie fair now It 
cannot bo picked up again," and that 
he felt It was all right for the board 
to help this year and then let the fair 
association stand on- Us own feet, the 
understanding being given now never 
to assist In tho future. 

John Swansbrough, a now member, 
addressed tho board at length, ex- 
plaining ho could not understand 
why the fair had not been able to 
meet Its own expenses that the at- 
tendance seemed largo enough and 
-he felt they should bo able to carry 
It on themselves. 

Supervisor Mawman, said that ho 
was strongly for tho fair but that 
tho law Bttid that the county had no 
right to give more than 5300 to Its 
sqpport. VI oppose It," said Mr. 
Mawman, "because It Is an Illegal 
aco. There are lots of places where 
wo put that $3,000 where It will do 
much good and I doubt If it la going 
to-do any good If wo put It In tho 
fair association. We know tho n- 
nanclal condition of this county and 
none of tho board know it bettor 
than tho rest of us." Turning to Mr. 
Meyer of the financo committee Mr. 
Mawman developed^ the tact that tho 
county had borrowed $170,000 In an- 
ticipation warrants at the present 
time on the coming taxes. Adding 
Mr. Mawman said "wo cannot afford 
to spend even $2,000 on this sort of 
proposition, especially If It isn't 

legal." 

Supor\'lBor Maethor said Uiat ho 
■was not opposed to tho fair but when 
Buch a sum Is asked for In face of 
tho legal opinion saying that tho 
county has no right to do so ho does 
not see how It was possible for tho 
Board to act. > 

Last year he said tho state appro- 
priation was cut from $2400 to ?1200 
and this naturally worked against 
its lUccesB. ^ 

Ho admitted that tho fair had been 
short for the last eight or nino years 
and ho felt that it the $3000 was giv- 
en this, year they would not have to 
como back in the future. 

The vote was taken, howovor, on 
a 22 to 11 against giving tho fair as- 
BoclatloTi any appropriation. There- 
upon Mr. Woodln made his state- 
ment credited above.

FARM BUREAU SERVICE 

FREE TO MEMBERS 

Diirlngl the past throo years tlio 
Farm Bureau through the circular let- 
ters and the Farm News has repeat- 
oaiy made mention of the fact that all 
sorvlco the Farm Bureau can render 
Is free of charge to members. In 
Eplto of thlfl fact the solicitors sign- 
ing now members for the new three 
year term h.'>r'> ''found many furmors 
In the county who ask "\Vlmt doen It 
cost to have my soli tested, my chick- 
ens culled, my seed corn looked over, 
a farm visit? and any number of 
'. other sorvlc'LM that might be wanted 
The membership fee of 515 a year 
yjO of which is for *l3e T-eo County 
Farm Bureau and ?5 CO for the 1111- 
nolu Agrlcnliural Association pays 
for nil seivlce that the Farm fVireau 
service and the State AsHocIation can 
render. In no Instance lias the Farm 
Bureau ,the Adviser or tho odlce 
charged for any Bcrvico rendered. 
Very naturally it Is necessary to con- 
serve time, and occasionally It la 
difHcuIt to mnko a visit to an Indi- 
vidual If It happens to be tho only call 
In that community for tho time being. 
Nevertheless It Is always tho desire 
of tho Farm Bureau to serve its mom- 
bers promptly in any way posalblo. 

Occasionally some of tho solicitors 
would hear it said that the Farm Bu- 
reau had not done certain things or 
that tho advisers bad not boon on his 
farm aud various other comments. 
Upon being asked if ho had evor 
asked for any of these servlcos, tho 
usual answer would be -'no" and na- 
turally tho Farm Bureau knew noth- 
ing about what may havo boea In tho 
mind of this member. 

It is tho duty, tbcreforc, of the 
member, first of all, to ask for what 
ho wants. For instance, If .you go Into 
a cafeteria and pass along without 
stating Just what meat is wanted, you 
■win probably get by the long row of 
ditforont moat diahea without any 
meat whatever. Likewise, If you do 
not bolp yourself to anything else on 
the sholvca or trays you will probably 
go out hungry. Meetings are held, 
often as many as 200 a year by the 
Farm Bureau, and any meeting wblcb 
the Farm Bureau arranges is free of 
cbargo. Any member who takes no 
Interest In meetings, demonstrations, 
tho Farm N«W8, or anything that tho 
Farm Bureau -sendB and gives all 
members an opportunity to partake 
of, will naturally bo ignorant of the 
operation of the Farm Bureau. In 
other -worda, the summary arrived at 
by 125 men who met February 19, at 
the Loo Co. Farm Bureau ofllcc, after 
having spent from one to ten days 
apiece without pay, to reorganize the 
Lob Farm Bureau, shows the follow- 
ing: FIvo percent of the farmers are 
really too poor to join, 10 percent 
arc too tight, 50 percent are misin- 
formed or misunderstood the pur- 
poses of the organization, 10 percent 
were contrary aud 25 percent wanted 
to rldo a free horse. Therefore, GO 
percent of tho farmers who did not 
sign so these men decided, really mis- 
understood or wcro mlslnformod as to 
tbo work and activities, and tho pol- 
icies of tbo Farm Bureau. Naturally 
tho Farm Bureau cannot go niucli 
over half way In bringing before a 
member, work which should be of In- 



corao the other half-way. — The above 
Is taken from the Lee County Farm 
Bureau News and meets conditions 
common In Lake county also.

TREATING SEED POTATOES 

Now Is the time for fanning and 
treating seed oats and dipping seed 
potatoes for scab and black scurf. 
Tho moat effective solution to use for 
tho potatoes is as follows: One ounco 
of Corroalvo Sublimate to 8 gallons of 
water. ImmersG tlio uncut potatoes 
for IVl hours In this solution. This 
substance is more ofTectlvo than f6r- 
maldebeydo but aa It Is quite poison- 
ous caro ahould bo taken In keeping 
it away from stock. 

In treating oats for smut use 1 pint 
formaldehoydo to 10 gallons of water, 
then spray this on 80 bushels of oats, 
cover for 2 hour's with a blanket after 
which spread out to dry. This Is .a 
sure treatment for both kinds of smut 
in oats and tlie loose smut In harloy. 
Fanning and treating of seeds is 
about as suro a sign of spring as tho 
bonking of . the wild geese flying 
north, the flocks of mallards and pin- 
tail, also tbo song of the robin and 
tho call of the blackbirds. Spring and 
seeding time are bound to come In 
spite of a little snow once In a while.

pigs but we hear of some very good 
litters. The Duroc Association Is of- 
fering ?B0 in each county for the best 
ton litter so thero Is that reward for 
the'ticst bog raiser In tho country as 
well as a atate prize In addition. The 
contest Is for the production of a Ut- 
ter of pigs to weigh 2000 Ibe or more 
at tho ago of 180 days. There aro sev- 
eral prospects for this ton Utter club 
both Duroc and Folands. May 15th la 
the last date to enter. Let the hog 
raisers of Lake County show what 
can bo done here. It Is bopod that 
tho other breeds will offer prizes also. 

STRAWBERRY CLUB 
Several boys and girls have entered 
tho strawberry club. Remember that 
you can get 200 good plants for $1.00 
by Joining the club. You have untU 
April 20 to join tho Strawberry Club. 
Interest In fruit growing of aU kinds 
1b on the Increase in Lake County. We 
have the advantage of Michigan cli- 
mate and the conditions bore, besides 
tho best market in tho country right 
at our door. Strawberries yield well 
and an average price of 55 to $6 or 
more a crate seems assured which is 
much better than southern growers 
get. Near ZIon farmers havo ordered 
over 30,000 grape vine cuttings to set 
this spring, principally of the Con- 
cord variety. With market conditions 
at present bettor than Michigan can 
boast of, the fruit industry looks good 
in Lake County.

Oakland School 

(By Helen Martin) 
The Oakland School, which Is lo- 
cated on the first four corners, about 
one mile oast of Loon Lake, was 
built In 1921. This Embossed Sbal- 
tex brick building consists of a one 
large school room- and basement. 

The size of the building is 52 foet 
long and 25 feet wido. It is situated 
on a lot containing one aero, faces 
the south and is surrounded by a 
grove of white spruce trees, that af- 
fords a protection In cold weather. 

In the front of the building are two 
glass doors leading Into a hall. From 
tho hall are two stairways, one going 
to the basement and one to the main 
Iloor where two spacious cloakrooms 
aro found. 

The class room Is large and well 
lighted with windows all on the east 
side. Tho front and west sides have 
slate blackboards. There Is a cabi- 
net, Vlctroia," a large desk and chair, 
map cases and, charts in the front of 
the room. The room seats forty pu- 
pils. There are framed pictures on 
the walla and a cabinet containing 
specimens of trees grown In the dis- 
trict. In the back of tho room is a 
bookcase built in the wall. Two doors 
lead from tho back -to two halls from 
which there aro two entrances; one 
leading to two kaustic toilets, and the 
other to tho rear whoro there are two 
small porches with stairways leading 
to the playgrounds. 

The basement consists of three 
rooms. The furnace room, store room, 
and largo room. The large room Is 
used as a playroom, lunch room and 
a work room. In this room is a long 
table with benches around It at 
which the children eat their lunch 
and work at their raflla baskets. In 
ono corner ollstove and cooking uten- 
sils. This room Is well heated and 
lighted. 

In the furnace room Is a largo Rudy 
furnace which has given entire satis- 
faction. It was Installed by Victor 
Lohman of tbo Standard Sheet and 
Metal jjCompany of Waukegan. There 
are .also two septic tanks and space 
for coal, wood and kindling. 

There Is a chain leading from the 
draft of the furnace to an electric bat- 
tery which is connected with the 
classroom by wires fastened to a 
thermometer and a clock, which 
works automatically. ,Wlien the room 
reaches 70 degrees, tho battery re- 
leases and shiits off tho draft. Then 
if rooms become cold, the drafts are 
opened. 

From tho outside is a largo steel 
lined air shute, which takes cold air 
to the furnace whore It is boated and 
then taken up through nnotlier shute 
to tho class room, where It enters 
through an opening about two Inches 
above tlio 'floor on tho west side. A 
few foot away from this Is another 
oponlng which loads to a flue which 
takes away tho Impure air. 

There is a foot warmer In tho hack 
ot tho room, and a largo opening' on 
tho west side whore tho heat from 
tho furnace ontors. 

There Is a garage for a car and a 
deep well which provldoa good drink- 
ing water. 

The people oC tho district are very 
proud of their school. They hope in 
a few years to havo a playground 
equipment, water installed and an 
electric light systom. . . • •_ 

Our school Is listed aa a- superior 
school. and dedication exorclflos 'will

This special toired Mississippi and 
Louisiana over tie Illinois Central 
lines, domonstratag tho possibilities 
for building up tie dairy Industry by 
the use of pureired sires. The rail- 
road company hid planned to leave a 
number of buU in the two states, 
lending them t communities for the 
improvement t their dairy cattle. 
The special aroscd much Intorest at 
several points n Louisiana where It 
stopped, and Ltiialanana were 'keenly 
disappointed wen they learned that 
tho ofllclals In'!harge of tho exhibit 
had decided, aior looking over the 
territory, that le country was too 
generally Infestd with cattle fever 
ticks to warranthe risk of leaving 
any of the pureled sires In tho state. 
Tho best develoment of dairying in 
that region thnedepends on the erad- 
ication of tick's.' '""

G.6 YEARS AVER/3E LIFE OF 

CORN-BELT ARM TRACTORS 

Estimates upon te probable length 
of life of tho tra:br on Com Belt 
farms have been .htained from 278 
tractor owners by ivestigatora in the 
United States Dcirtmont of Agricul- 
ture, studying thccost of using trac- 
tors. The estlmaB range from 3 to 
10 years, 81 owna estimating a life 
of G years. The lOrago of all of the 
estimates receive Is G.6 years. Some 
of these ostlnmtcniay seem low, yet 
there are Inatama of operators who 
have considered lelr machine profit- 
able after" wears them out In as 
brief a time as vo years, under ad- 
verso soil condionfl. 

Even a low pced tractor doing a 
largo amount otiyork each j-ear may 
bo expected to iVo at least 5 years 
of service If th<machlne la given In- 
telligent care ai^kept In repair. Un- 
der adverse (aditlons this figure 
may bo lower hllo under favorable 
conditions It «' he higher. Infor- 
mation obtaim, In 1920 from 1,219 
tractor owner showed that about 
half of the mewho had bought their 
tractors In lOiand 1917, one-third of 
those who pmiasod In 1914 and 1915 
and one-four of those who pur- 
chased in 19 or earlier were still 
using them ftflold work. These men 
had owned tir tractors on an aver- 
age of 4Vj yrs, and they estimated 
that the malne would last 5 years 
more. 

From Uicreplles received from 
these, 1,219 armors who had used 
their tractoi* or more years, It was 
found that 3 had disposed of their 
first machln. 35 percent ot them for 
cash and COercent In trade, usually 
for now tnors. Tho men who had 
sold their ichlncs had kept them 
for an averB period of a little moro 
than 3 yeaiflnd sold or traced them 
for approxStoly half the flrst cost

.left Antloch to make his home In 

; Montana.) 

/ Somers, Mont. 
April 7, 1923. 
jDear C 

I am going to write to j'ou because 
] you are on our old playground. "VVe 
j think of the place many limes, but 
I wo have Just as good times out here 
and have much larger playgrounds. 
,TVe are from 600 to 800 miles farther 
[north than Antldch, but I think that 
the seasons are Just about the same 
here. The winter is no colder here, 
hut I think wo had lots more snow 
than you had. Fourteen degrees be- 
low zero was our coldest We had 
about ten days of it We don't have 
any blizzards here. Probably the 
mountains and woods protect us. 

Slnco the 21st of March we have 
had warm, sunshiny w.eather. It 
rained last night .but Is nice again for 
Easter. Wo live on the west side of 
Flathead lake, a mile and a half from 
tho lake. The lake is 33 miles long 
and 16 miles wide. Tho Rocky Moun- 
tains aro on the east side of the lake, 
but they don't look to be over 3 or 
4 miles away. To tho west of us there 
are other mountains. 

In the spring tbo deer are very 
thick In tho woods, and we see many 
of them. We saw aoven In a bunch 
one day this spring. There are lots 
of coyotes In the woods also. They 
are very shy and we don't see one 
very often. Caught two In my trap 
this winter. We have shot two deer. 

There are fir, spruce, pine and tam- 
arack trees in the woods here. There 
ore also some poplar, birch and moun- 
tain maple. There are a great many 
different kinds of birds here, a good 
many that I don't know the names ot 
The bluGjays here are different. They 
call them tho Rocky Mountain blue 
jay. They are a dark navy' blue, 
otherwise they are Just the same as 
tho other kind. There are more blue- 
birds and robins here timn back there. 
A few days ago we saw a flock of 
robins like we sco blackbirds in tho 
fall. They lit In our garden and yard, 
and must havo been deciding where 
they wore going to locate for the sum- 
mer. There are magpies here also. 
They are a largo black and white bird 
with a long tail. They are inquisitive 
and mischievous. Grouse are very 
plentiful through tho woods. There 
are some Chinese pheasants too. 
There Is a creek about a mile from 
our place where Richard and 1 go 



fishing. We' catch eastern broolc 
trout, mountain, rainbow, native and 
flat. trout . In the lake thoro aro sal- 
mon, bull t/out,' white Ilsh and many 
other kinds. 

We walk a mile and three-quarters 
to school. All winter we had hot ' 
lunches at school, but since It got 
warm this spring they aro discon- 
tinued. Just now wo are practicing 
stunts for a track moot, running, 
Jumping, climbing, etc. 

After attending the Easter exer- 
cises this forenoon another boy and I \ 
went picking flowers, the flrst flowers 
I havo seen this spring. 

This is a great fruit country, espe- 
cially for apples, cherries and sweet 
cherries. People are working now at 
their orchards, trimming the trees. 
We have made a little garden already.

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Transplanting of Trees 



TgE ANTIOCH NEWS, ANTIOCH> ILL. 



The Public Service Company main- 
tains a forestry department which is 
In charge of tree trimming operations 
frequently necosaary in the work of 
Btrlnglng overhead wires. H. J. Eddy, 
head of the department. Is a graduate 
forester and a well know authority on 
the subject. Ho contributes to the 
forthcoming issue of the News, the 
company's paper, an article on trans- 
planting trees which Is of Interest to 
the residents of communities in tUo 
company's territory, for almost with- 
out exception these towns are dis- 
tinguished for their fine trees. 

Extracts from Mr. Eddy's article 
follow: 

Too little attention is given to the 
details of transplanting. It is quite 
essential that the soil conditions 
should bo suitable for the growth of 
tlie particular species of tree planted, 
and In the selection of material for 
planting there is great need of more 
care. A large amount of poor ma- 
terial Is constantly being used, be- 
sides which, Injudicious use of the 
knife and pruning shears malms 
many trees for life. Trees 6 to S feet 
high are usually too small for street 
planting, not being so well adapted 
to street conditions as large ones 
ranging from 2 to 4 to 6 inches in 
diameter. Moreover, by using larger 
trees one can obtain a bettor idea of

The life cycle of trees are by no 
means Identical even in the same 
species. Much more attention should 
be given to the type of tree trans- 
planted thnn Is generaiiy given. The 
same species varies greatly in differ- 
ent localities. Where much desirable 
native material exists tills can bo 
used to advantage for street planting, 
and if carefully handled, it will prove 
successful. 

Personal funds do not nlwnya allow 
the appropriation of a large sum of 
money for tninsplating trees, and one 
must do the best ho can with the con- 
ditions under which he has to labor. 
Special attention, therefore, should be 
given to the adaptibillty of certain 
species to the condition at hand, 
since the cost of extensive prepara- 
tion and soil modUlcatlon is too often 
beyond the funds allowed for this pur- 
pose. But remember, It would be bet- 
ter to prepare tree beds two to three 
feet deep and twenty to thirty feet 
square, filled with good loamy soil 
where the present ground ia dry and 
sandy gravel, even If the expense of 
doing so would be so great that only 
one tree a year could be planted. 

Few trees, however, outside of 
those planted In special arborctums 
and on a few private estates receive 
any such treatment. It must bo borne 
In mind In planting that shade trees 
are always under more or less disad- 
vantageous conditions as regards at- 
mosphere and soil. Hence It Is of the 
greatest importance that they should 
be aided as much as possible, and the 
time is not far distant when much 
more specific methods must bo em- 
ployed In the planting of street trees 
in thicltly settled communities. Even 
at the present time, where Ideal con- 
ditions are sought much more money 
Is spent In preparation for transplant- 
ing than In purchase ot the trees. The 
majority of trees which are planted 
are not supplied with loam or placed 
in holes over two or three feet wide 
and fifteen feet deep, and some of 
them are given space only large 
enough to contain their roots. Loos- 
ening up the soil to a considerable 
depth Is very important, as shown by 
the results of the use of dynamite In 
the preparation of soil for transplant- 
ing. A hole 5 to G feet wide by 20 
inches deep In any case should be the 
smallest used, and It should he as

much larger as can be afforded. 

When diggint; up young trees tho 
roolH should be preserved as much as 
possible, and tho more earth taken 
up with the roots the hetter. Tho 
roots should not bo exposed to sun 
and wind, and If posalblo should bo 
kept covered and moist. For this pur- 
pose damp straw, bagging or sphag- 
num moss may he useil. 

It Is usually tho practice to place 
the best side of tho tree toward tho 
soutli, since the light conditions on 
the south side are better, and natur- 
ally bettor growth resultg. It is also 
advisable to lean a tree toward the 
direction of tho prevailing winds, and 
if these aro strong enough to inter- 
fere with the growth of tho tree, it 
should be fastened to a long stake. 
Trees obtained from the fiohls where 
they have been growing close to- 
gether have long, slender shafts, and 
are top heavy. When such trees are 
planted la windy situations It Is nec- 
essary to support them by stakes. 

When the ground Is prepared for 
planting, the Injured roots should be 
recut so that healing may tiiko place, 
and before being cqveredjhoy should 
be properly arranged In the soil. Ac- 
cording to good authorities trees 
should never bo planted deeper than 
they originally grew, and too deep 
planting often causes their death. It 
Is more convenient for two men to 
set out a tree thnn one, a.s ono can 
hold the tree In the proper position 
while the other Is filling tho soil In 
around the roots. 

The top soil, if of good quality, may 
be used, but it ia biitter to discard tho 
poorer subaoll and replace It with 
loam. Much depends, however, upon 
the nature of the subsoil, and wheth- 
er the species is iidnpted to grow In 
It. In any plantlnK the best soil 
sliould be placed at the bottom of tho 
hole or under the roots,. and the sod 
when properly pulverized may bo 
used, care being taken not to inter- 
fere too nnich with the soil capillar- 
ity. Tho poorer hoII which covers tho 
roots may bo enrlclied and Its texture 
Improved by working in manure or 
other orgiinic matter. Manure, how- 
ever, should be sparingly -used and 
thoroughly incorporated with tho 
loam, caro being taken not to bring it 
In too close contact with tlie roots- 
tranaplanttng might make good use of 
composted street cleanlnga and if 
land is available for a small nursery, 
it can bo used to good adYantago by 
tree wardens and foresters. 

When n tree is set out the soil 
about tlie roots should be well

tamped. Many people apply water to 
the roots at tho time of transplanting, 
and If tho season is an unusually dry- 
one the watering may bo repeated oc- 
casionally. But persistent watering 
Is Injiirlous, and young trees aro 
sometimes killed this way. If tho soil 
around the roots Is well tamped when 
tho trees aro set out It Is not essen- 
tial that water should bo applied at 
all, and it may bo Injurious by wash- 
ing tho sou from tho roots apd leav- 
ing air spaces. One of tho most es- 
sential features In transplatlng is to 
secure as nearly as possible normal 
conditions of the soil about tho roots. 
It may be mentioned here that water- 
ing large trees near their trunk Is 
not a wise practice, since tho feeding 
roots aro quite a distance from tho 
tree. Ono would suppose that an ele- 
mentary knowledge of tree growth 
would discourage such a course, al- 
though It is possible, by constant 
watering and cultivation, to encour- 
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and be sure of satisfactory results, for this 
paint is made especially for painting floors.
